The 
storm, preceded by rising tem- 
peratures which ended the major 
freeze that threatened citrus 
crops, was a gentle one, rain fall- 
ing steadily and without undue 
wind. 

Gathering storm clouds Wead- 
nesday afternoon were believed 
to have more rain in store for this 
area.

Diego, and at Camp Baldy over 
three inches of rain was regis- 
tered by the gauge. 

4 Rainfall already has been more 
than tripled for this time last

Wind Blows Man 
From High Roof 


One cracked and one broken 
ankle was the toll of damage done 
to Carl S. Hartig, Upland plumb- 
er, during the wind storm last 
Friday. Mr. Hartig was hit by a 
large piece of sheet metal which 
the wind lifted from a roof where 
he was working at the site of a 
new service station on East Ninth 
street. He fell from the roof to 
the ground. 

At San Antonio hospital both 
of his ankles were placed in casts. 
He is now recuperating at home, 
297 South Euclid avenue, but 
with virtually “not a leg to stand 
on,” he says, as he is unable to 
manipulate crutches as yet. 

The loose sheeting on the roof 
was picked up by the wind like 
a leaf, according to onlookers, 
and struck Mr. Hartig in the 
back as he stood at work.

dealing with the public, industry 
resourcefulness and _ initiative, 
personal attributes and the ab- 
sence of disqualifying defects in 
character and physical condition. 

The civil service commission 
gives careful and impartial con- 
sideration to all ‘applicants and 
certifies the names of the three 
highest eligibles for appointment 
in the classified civil service by 
the president, subject to confirm- 
ation by the senators. 

“The investigator is limited to 
ascertaining and reporting the 
facts and makes no recommenda- 
tion as to who shall be found the 
highest eligibles. The decision 
rests exclusively with the U. S. 
civil service commission in Wash- 
ington.”

Huge Amounts 
Of Oil Used 


More than 200,000 gallons of oil 

were used to protect local citrus 
groves during the recent freeze, 
it was announced this week by 
the Upland Lemon Growers’ as- 
sociation. It was stressed that 
no actual figures are available as 
vet. 
Figuring the cost of oil at 10 
cents ver gallon, it is seen that 
growers used between $20,000 
and $25,000 worth of the oil with 
which to keep temperatures in 
their groves above freezing. 


The cold wave which was the 
first general freeze of winter, 
threatened to ruin millions of 


dollars worth of, unprotected cit- 
rus crops. While it is too early 
to tell, growers stated they be- 
lieved any serious damage was 
averted here. 

The bitter cold that struck in- 
land areas was broken by warmer 
temperatures this week, although 
during the freeze the thermome- 
ters plunged into the 20’s. 

Welcome rain brought an end 
to the cold spell this week while 
growers awaited the outcome of 
new storms which may, or may 
not bring a new cold wave. Snow 
has viled up in nearby mountains 
following a week of rain, and high 
winds.

‘Korea Speaks 
‘To Church Group 


Character. sketches of interest- 
ing and fine Koreans she_ has | 
known were presented by Miss 
dna Lawrence, registered nurse 
and missionary, to her audience | 
at the Christmas luncheon of 
First Presbyterian Women’s as- 


sociation last Thursday. 


‘Through these sketches Miss 
Lawrence’ dramatically empha- 
sized how wonderful she feels 
the Korean people are. She named 
a Korean boy who came to the 
hospital in Seoul, crippled with 
a tubercular spine. His joyous 
attitude toward life when he be- 
came a Christian there in turn 
brought many of those patients 
occupying adjacent beds to Christ- 
ianity. When the hospital could 
no longer keep this boy, Miss 
Lawrence helped him become es- | 
tablished in a small hut of his 
own beside the road where he 
could sell small items. He sent 
word to Miss Lawrence to please 
help him with the purchase of a 
few chickens, which she did. In 


a most humorous manner she told 
how she later learned that he and 


his chickens slept in the small 


one-room hut together. 


Miss Lawrence will return to 


the Orient next month. In the 
spring she will return to Taegu 
where she will resume her duties 


at the hospital, the only one of 


eight remaining intact. She had 


been stationed here only two 


years prior to the outbreak of 
the war. Most of her 31 years in 
Korea have been spent in Seoul. 

It was the memory of many 
Christmases in Seoul that shone 
in the speaker’s eyes as she re- 
lated the Korean customs of ob- 
serving this sacred day. She told 
of the delight the Christians have 
in singing carols which makes 
the city hum with music begin- 
ning at the early hour of one 
o’clock and continuing until day- 
light of Christmas morning. “I 
am sure that in southern Korea 


wherever the Christians can get | 
together there will be a Christ- | 


mas program,” Miss Lawrence 
concluded.

One of the signs of middle age 
undoubtedly is a rather weary at- 
titude toward Christmas. You 
don’t find it in the very young, 
nor even in the old. Children 
bubble over with the exhurber- 
ance of the season, and elderly 
people frequently carry its 
warmth close to the heart of 
their simple home made giving. 
Both ages have time for Christ- 
mas. hi 

It is the rushed middle-aged 
who sometimes find Christmas 
a real trial, placing upon them 
the demands of an already over- 
stretched pocketbook, and time 
schedule. 

The child’s enjoyment of Christ- 
mas comes from living in a state 
of complete innocence about any- 
thing but its pleasures.

And so, their shopping began. 
It took time, and thoughfulness, 
to spend 50 cents on something 
worth having. But their results 
are going to be more than worth 
while. 

Chiefly to be remembered at 
Christmas is the importance of 
giving a little bit of oneself. And 
of teaching children the same 
thing. 

Sometimes they teach  them- 
; selves. I remember a little 10- 
year-old boy who had two whole 
dollars to spend on Christmas 
presents for his .relatives. He 
went down to the neighborhood 
Ten Cent Store. and bought 10 
pair of cotton socks, (this was 16 
years ago) and a beautiful gun for 
himself. As he explained, both 
men and women wear socks. And 
he needed a gun, 

His mother could have made 
him take the gun back. But she 
Instead, she said, “Oh. I 
hope you, enjoy the gun. Of 
course, it may make you think 
that you were rather selfish.” 

Years later he told her that he 
never did like that gun. And 
when he unwrapped all the gifts 
from his aunts and uncles he felt 
simply terrible remembering the 
cotton socks he’d given them. 

Sometimes the best Christmas 
gift of all, for a child,~is a little 
seed of unselfishness growing in 
unfamilar soil.

San Bernardino county’s 9,138 
needy aged people received $68.- 
26 per person for October, as aid 
payments, it was reported here 
this week by the California Tax- 
payers’ association. This was 55 
per cent greater than the $44.01 
national average for September. 
Total aid paid the the aged in 
the county amounted to $623,720 
for the month, financed $267,263 
in federal funds, $305,788 in state 
funds and $50,669 in county 
funds. 

A year ago the county’s 8,845 
needy aged averaged $69.62 in aid 
per person, 60 per cent more than 
the $43.49 nation-wide average for 
that same month, the association 
said. .

Authorization for the expendi- 
ture of approximately $600 to 
carry on work of beautifying 
Sierra Vista elementary school 
grounds was given by the Upland

California-Arizona navel or- 
anges were in considerable pre- 
holiday demand during last week 
j with 72 per cent of the total 
week’s sales of all oranges made 
up of this variety.

Prices held steady at a good 
average level but valencia prices 
declined sharply due to the con- 
ition of some of the fruit. A 
drop of more than $1.00 per box 
was reported. 

The original prorate of 1350 
ears of Central California’s na- 
vels for the week was increased 
to 1450 cars by the Orange ad- 
ministrative committee as _ ship- 
ments moving before December 
12 will reach eastern markets in 
time for holiday sales. 

The sales report issued by the 
California fruit grower’s ex 
change, showed for the week | 
ending December 1, 1951, a total 
of 548 cars of oranges at $4.07 
f.o.b; and 207 cars lemons, at $6.15 
f.o.b., and 44 cars of grapefruit, 
at $2.62 f.o.b. for the year 1951.
